writing in the sand “as though He 
heard themlnot.” It is a story that

so-called supplements which are mani­ 
festly Illegal. 
These, alleged .supple­ 
ments consist of calendars, sheet mu­ 
sic, patterns', blocks of post 
cards, 
series of cut-out animal pictures, ani­ 
mal masks, plastographs, cut-out-dolls, 
soldiers and nav al v essels, circulars, 
hand-bilks, special detached adv ertise­ 
ments, 
cardboard 
spectacles, 
sheets 
containing disks of soluble paint to be 
used iu coloring outline drawings, etc. 
etc.” 


P u b lish er» M ade a M istak e. 
The letter says publishers seem to 
regard these things as permissible' un­ 
der the act of 1879, but by no reason­ 
able interpretation of the law can such 
articles be regarded as “ germane” to a 
newspaper or as matter supplied in or­ 
der to complete what Is left Incom­ 
plete in the paper itself. 
The circular 
then adds: 
“ The priv ilege accorded to 
a publisher to mall his newspaper at 
the subsidized second-class rates car­ 
ries with it no right to those rates for 
any other matter than the newspaper 
itself and such supplemental matter as 
Is really ‘germane’ and otherwise meets 
the requirements of the law. 
Upon 
other matter sent in the mails the 
publisher must pay the same rate as 
any other citizen. 


C an’t S eco n d -C lau P riv ileg e» . 
“ The practice of adding things like 
those abov e enumerated to newspapers 
under the guise of ‘supplements’ is the 
outgrowth of. modern competition, and 
no doubt the result of a desire to add 
to the attractiv eness of the papers by 
such ex traneous matter. 
That consid­ 
eration, howev er, cannot justify the 
department in accepting them at the 
priv ileged second-class rates, prov ided 
only for the newspapers them selv es.” 


A fter S ep t. 1 It M ust Stop. 
The postmasters are directed to noti­ 
fy publishers that such supplements 
v iolate the law and to say to them 
that “ until Sept. 1. 1905, their publica­ 
tions. ev en though containing such in- 
closures, will be accepted at the regu­ 
lar second-class 
rates.” 
They will, 
howev er, adv ise them that such 
al­ 
leged “ supplements” as are herein men­ 
tioned do not meet the legal require­ 
ments o f “ mailable matter of the sec­ 
ond class,” and that on and after Sept 
1, 1905, the legal rate will be charged 
upon such matter according to its char 
acter.
